The capital invested totals over $65,-! 


000,000. The employees number over 
9000 to whom. are paid wages amount- 
ing to nearly $12,000,000. 

Going back to the lumber industry 
proper, we find that its invested cap- 
ital reaches $250,000,000. It employs 
55,000 men, and gives then $600,000,- 
000 in wages annually. That ‘business 
is worth saving too, is it not? 

There are more than 100,000 people 
in Canada at work converting the for- 
est product into wealth in some form 
or other. They are chiefly heads of 
families or the bread winners of fam- 
ilies, thus they represent probably a 
half million people dependent upon the 
forest for a lievlihood. Are they 
worth while in their work? Are they 
worth while to the country? 

Let me emphasize that our ¢reat 
pulp and paper companies, the great 
lumber concerns will not exist many 
years longer unless there is more ef- 
fective fire protection. In order to| 
get more effective protection, the pub- 
lic must invest more ,money in it 
When we consider the area actually 
under license or pulpwood concession, 
the amount expended on it ag a whole 
averages less than a cent an acre per 
year. In other words we spend less 
than a cent an acre as an insurance 
rate on forest lands whose supplies 
at the present day yields us products 
to the value of $500,000,000 annually. 


FARMERS’ UNION 
APPROVES IDEA

Saskatoon, July 3.—Derision to co- 
operate with the farmers of Alberta 
in the formation of a voluntary wheat 
pool to control the crop of western 
Canada was the principal business 
of the opening session of the Farm- 
ers’ Union of Canada in annual con- 
vention here yosterday. 

A telegram was sent to H: W. 
Wood, president of the United Farm- 
ers of Alberta, as follows: 

“The Farmers Union of Canada ap- 
proves of your ideas on the voluntary 
contract pool for the marketing. of 
grain and are willing to cooperate 
in the formation of the pool.” 

A resolution was unanimously pass- 
ed, appointing a committee of ten 
farmers to confer with the business 
men of Saskatoon with a view of 
calling a convention here’ about the 
middle of July for the purpose of 
devising ways and means of forming 
a voluntary contract pool, and if pos:

4TH FORTNIGTHLY 
CROP. REPORT 


Issued by the department of agri- 
culture, Edmonton, Alberta, Friday, 
June 29, 1923.—Throughout the en- 
tire province the condition of the 
growing crop continues to be uniform- 
ly good. There has 
report, a further generous supply of 
moisture in practically every section, 
some districts experiencing — very 
heavy rainfalls, The precipitation for 
the month of June to date in various 


all the way from two to eight inches 

During the past fortnight. cool wea 
ther has accompanied the rains, but 
the growth of the grain crops has 
been satisfactory, from thirty to fifty 
per cent of the wheat is in the shot 
blade, with a stand of trom 18 inches 
to two feet. Oats have attained a 
height of from 14 to 13 inches in 
some sections. 

The hay crop will be rather light. 
Harvesting 97 alfalfa has begun in 
the south. The rye crop is approach- 
ing the harvesting stage, but will be 
light.

crease over last year. 

Grasshoppers and cuiworms are 
causing damage in some of the east- 
ern and southern districts and also in 
the Grande Prairie district.

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The Twelve 
Hour Day 

The subject of the twelve-hour day 
in connection with the steel industry 
in the United States is one that will 
not down, The labor. men long ago 
condemned it.. The churches investi- 
gated itvand deelared it, indefensible, 
and the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion itself declared in favor of a 
shorter. day, ‘wherever — possible.” 
A year ago a committee was appoint- 
ed, at the request of President Ilard- 
ing, to consider the matter carefully 
and report, and that report was made 
a short time ago, It declares that 
the abolition of the twelve-hour day 
is the policy of the steel companies, 
but it does not see that the policy can 


be carried out at present, as it would 
materially increase the price of. steel. 
The churches have been ‘prompt. to 
attack this deliverance and they in- 
sist that the shorter day is not only 
commercially feasible, but is ahso- 
lutely necessary for. humane ,reasons. 
And the statement is made by men 


who are not unacquainted with .the 
working of steel plants, that the 
change to the eight-hour day, if wise- 
ly made, does not necessarily increase 
the price of steel or lessen the pro- 
fits of the steel magnates. But even 
if it did. both these things it will not 
lessen the demand for a shorter day. 
It is easy to argue thac the men do 
not object fo the twelve-hour day 
because it makes possible a higher 
wage, and it is easy to say that the 
twelve-hour day ig not hard on the 


‘man, but the men themselves, so far 


as they are vocal, do not seem unani- 
mously to support these arguments. 
The long work day may linger a while 
but the whole trend of today is to- 
wards the shorter day with its great: 
er Jesure for working men, ad the 
ace! companies muse how to. the 
popular demand.—Guardians 


RADIO FANS 
LOOK OUT! 


In addition to guarding a few hun- 
dred thousand square miles: of terri- 
tory, trailing Eskimo killers all over 
the top of the map, paying treaty to 
the Indians, operating sawmills, Yun- 
ning their own fleet of boats in nor- 
thern waters, and keeping an eye on 
transgressors generally, the R.C.M.P. 
had another nice little side line added 
to their repertoire by the federal gov- 
ernment., This consists in -collecting 
licenses for every radio set operated

However, the Mounted Po- 
lice have a habit of producing re- 
sults and the best course is to send 
in that dollar anid do it in a hurry.

The method. of: handling the flock 
and the size of it will determine ina 
large degree the means to be adopt- 
ed for putting lambs on the market 
in the best possible shape. The mar-

undertaken from.an entirely differ- 
ent standpoint,..: 

The particularly, noticeable fact 
about our lamb market is that prices 
are seriously. cut: in the fall when 


‘the rush comes—i.e., lambs marketed 


at that time do. not fetch such good 
prices as those marketed early or as 
those held over, and not marketed un- 
til.the winter or-early spring, 

The average farm. flock can be han- 
dled so as to market the lamb hefore 
the rush commences, On the éxperi- 
mental farm: at ‘Indian Head the 
housing for sheep is not elaborate, 
being merely -of one-ply board con- 
struction in all-but that part of the 
building where there is a loft for the 
feed storage; this-part of the sheep 
pens is double boarded; but no arti- 
fictal heat is available anywhere, The 
ewes were bred in groups to lamb 
from the latter end of January until 
about May 10th. The ewes were in 
moderately good flesh throughout the 
winter, Before>lambing they were 
fed pea and oat straw. with a little 
alfalfa hay; and about a month be- 
fore lambing they were given half a 
pound of mixed bran and oats daily. 
When the lambs: were a few days old 
the ewes were given a moderate feed 
of corn silage to replace the straw 
previously fed. This was found to 
stimulate the milk flow and to bring 
the lambs on very rapidly, In ad- 
dition the lambs had access to troughs 
in which a little; bran and ground 
oats were available for them; but the 
ewes were, kept out by means of a 
creep. ; 

This method of feeding was contin- 
ued until the end: of the first week 
in May, when grass wag available and 
the entire flock was turned out to 
pasture during the daytime. At first 
it, was housed again at night and a 
feed of silage given, which was clean- 
ed up readily. This, however, was 
discontinued as soon as the pasture 
itself was sufficiently good to provide 
the lambs with all the feed they need- 
ed. Every two weeks the flock was 
shifted to new pasture in order to 
avoid the possibility of intestinal para- 
sitic infestation. ” 

Under this: system the lambs de- 
veloped well, andgwetwsen. June 20, 
and August 25, (according as they 
reached eighty-five pounds in weight) 
they were marketed locally, fetching 
121-2c. per pound. The price then. 
dropped to 101-2c, {the early April 
lambs going at that figure. The late 
April and May Inmbs were not ready 
to market until about the first of 
October, by which ume the price had 
dropped to Sle per pound. At the 
farm the experience ,in both years 
was the same, viz: the early lambs 
were realily saleable at a good price 
locally, while the late ones had to be 
shipped away because the local mar- 
ket was glutted by the time they 
were ready. 

At no time were these lambs handled 
according to methods beyond the scope 
of the average farmer sheep raiser; 
the results obtained in both years 
could be secured by anyone with very 
little extra care or feed. In both 
years under consideration a good per- 
centage of lanits were raiscl, which 
is true alsu.of the present yaar.

RAISING COLTS 


Now that improved tractors. of var- 
ious makes have -been given a. fair 
and extended test on a great number 


‘1of farms throughout: the country, it 


would appear that the machine has a 
definite though limited field. Whether 
a tractor is warranted depends upon 
many factors—the size of farm, the 
kind of farm and soil, whether the 
business; turnover is large enough to 
stand the initial cost, high upkeep and! 
rapid depreciation, not to mention the 
personal element—all farmers are not 
mechanics. The tractor has a place, 
functioning as a “hooster’ to the 
farm complement of horse power, 
where the farm operation is sufficient: 
ly large. i 

Undr existing economic conditions 
it would seem ‘that the majority of 
farmers must depend upon. the horse’ 
for the performance of work ‘on the 
land. Horse breeding is being today 
neglected’ and, has been for some 
years. There is a surplus of poor 
quality horse on the market—skates. 
To the presence of the latter may 
he largely attributed the poor prices 
for horses. The good drafter hag a 
ready sale, and the demand for this 
class must increase, unless there is 
developed some absolutely new 
method of working the land. 

This brings us to the perennial in- 
quiry; Will it pay to raise horses or 
is it cheaper to buy them—to which 
question it is impossible to give a 
specific answer in a word. To raise 
horses their should be a good. stal- 
lion of a suitable breed available for 
service, the mare or mares should be 
sound and of proper conformation, 
The farmer himself should know and 
like horses, and suitable feeds should 
he procurable at reasonable prices 


/where they cannot be grown right on 


the place. : 


As by far the largest item in the 


‘ cost of raising horses is feed, it was 
i decided a few years ago to weigh all 


feed given to a certain number — of 
youngsters from the time they were 
weaned until ready to earn their liy- 
ing. This was done with two colts 
and seven fillies whose average age, 
when they commenced to work, was 
33 months and 9 days—when their 
weight was 1265 pounds. During that 
period, each of them had received 
4018 pounds of oats, 4506 pounds of 
bran, 10326 pounds of hay, and had 
been at pasture about 180 days: 

Prices of feed now change so often 
and abruptly that figures given today 
are practically worthless a short time 
afterwards, Hf There is also the quos-, 
tiore of ‘Whether one should charge 
to. the livestock the actual cost of 
raising the feeds or the market price 
of these feeds. If oats are calculated 
at 2, bran. 11-2, and hay 3-4 cents 
per pound, the charges are $225.40 per 
colt ready to work. The amount of 
feed could have been decreased if 
more pasture had’ been available, and | 
most farmers would be making money | 
selling oats at 68 cents per bushel and | 
hay at $15.00 per ton; but it must not 
be forgotten, on the other hand, that 
there were other charges against: the 
colts bsides feed, when ready to 
work.
